Exactly the reverse may be said as re- 


gards tho scene in the rooms occupied by j 
Colonel Burns. He is now located at the 
end of the lirst floor, in the apartments in 
which Perkins and Grant mado their cam- 
paigns, and capacious as the reception 
room is it cannot begin to accommodate 
the throng that is constantly heading 
there. 
The Colonel, of course, has no 


uiuiiiigsr, but a host 
of his oid-time 


friends aro about, among the well-known 
faces being those of Guy Barham, Tom 
Williams, M. R. Higgir.s, Charles Spear, 
Johnny Mackenzie, Eddie Conroy, John 
Lynch, Jake Steppacher and almost every 
State official at the capital. His popu- 
larity, too, is attested every time he comes 
and goes, and nothing in the line of com- 
parison could be more striking than the 
difference of the fight being made for 
him and that being waged in behalf of 
Scott and the other candidates. 


SKIRMISHING IN VAIN. 


Attempts to set the opposition into line 


are of course in progress in many quar- 
ters, and at least half a dozen side con- 
ferences have, been held at the Golden 
Kixgle since the crowd got in last night. 
Senator Stratton's rooms were the scene 
of one gathering, Senator Bulla busied 
himself around a good deal, Senator Davis 
worked wherever he thought he could 
make a point, but when the whole thing 
it put together it is patent that the sum 
total is small. The feeling, in the air that 
Colonel Burns holds all the trump cards 
is too pronounced to be overcome, and the 
Influence of this sentiment is naturally 
scaring those who are sitting on the fence 
ready and eager to. land on the right 
side. 
Before the day Is over there will be 


something definite obtainable as to how 
the whole program will be, for with the 
organization problem disposed of the sen- 
atorial issue and the caucus will be next 
on the list. That the caucus will be held 
is well assured, for nearly every member 
seems to be willing to accept that meth- 
od of ending the deadlock, and as the 
Burns people say that if that much Is 
granted to them they want nothing more, 
the end cannot be far away. 


THE BILLS IN SIGHT. 


The proposed legislation is .not liable to 


be very troublesome though there will be 
a fight over some of the measures, notably 
so the one regarding the terms of offi- 
cers. Ex-Governor Budd who is now at- 
torney for the Harbor Commission is on 
hand looking after the enactments pro- 
posed for that body. Senator Curtin will 
champion the measure repealing the wide 
tire law and he has his bill all prepared 
so as to make certain that there will be 
nothing to delay it. 


The indications are that the session will 


not last longer than Saturday,. February 
10th, though it is possible that the agony 
may be prolonged a week beyond that 
time. Every 
member seems anxious to 


get 
through as quickly as possible and 


with that spirit prevalent and practically 
little to be done there need be no settling 
down for one of the customary long leg- 
islative sieges.

"Just as soon as a decision in our favor 
Is rendered by the Superior Court we 
•will see that every saloon in town is 
closed. There are 
flftuen sworn 
com- 
plaints now pigeon-holed in tho office of 
one of the town officials which we have 
delayed having served until a decision 
was rendered. "We did this so Unit tha 
town would not be put to any extra ex- 
pense in case an adverse decision was 
rendered." 
Besides the fiftppn 
complaints which 
ha.ve not yet been served 
there aro 
eleven cases beffre the 
Justice Court, 
making twenty-six casos which wil! be 
prosecuted as soon as the Superior Court 
decides the fifteen cases now before it.

legitimate price on fruit which would 
insure the grower 
a fair profit. And 
in pr-der to make the movement success- 
ful'it was necessary to have 75 per cent, 
of the dried fruit product of the State 
under the control of tho Association. He 
urged all fruit growers to consld&r tho 
rr.a-ter carefully and to examine into it 
thoroughly. 
At £he suggestion of M. C. Peterson, he 
then re-ad the contract which each mem- 
p.rjst sign upon entering the Associa- 


tion. 
Tho contract Is drawn up so as to In- 
clude packers as weil as growers. It Is 
very strong aud binds the member to 
deliver all the variety of dried fruit or 
nuts specified In the ccntract, at the 
warehouse of the Association to be dis- 
posed ot by the Association. 


The discussion whloh followed its rea.fi- 
ifi broupht out many points of interest.

ONLY EXTRA SESSION. 


Tho only extra session In California at 


which a United States Senator was elect- 
ed is the extra session called by Governor 
Stoneman In 1SSC. The history of tho pro- 
ceedings in thc Senate and the Assembly 
that preceded the election o.C Senator A. 
P. Williams is interesting. Senator John 
F. Miller had died, and Governor Stone- 
man 
had appointed 
George Hearst, a 


Democrat, to take his place. In 1SSG Gov- 
<*rnor 
Stoneman called an extra session 


for the purpose of passing somo laws that 
ho thought essential to tho welfare of thc 
State. Tho Governor overlooked the fact 
that the Legislature, which was Republi- 
can, would at once proceed to the elec- 
tion of a United States Senator and de- 
prive George Hearst, a Democrat, of his 
scat in the United States Senate.

FEDERATED TRADES.

Sounders, business agent of tlio Trades 
Council. 
The visitors expressed much surprise 


and pleasure at tho progress made by 
the Oakland council. 
Mr. Brandon in speaking of the recent 
trouble with the bricklayers said that the 
council had acted wisely. 
Ho stated 
that the action of the bricklayers hail 
T>een wrong but that the calling of the 
strike by Ihe council sepined to have 
tieon premature as no scabs wero work- 
ing on the building at tho time. 
The visit, of the San Francisco delega- 


tion were highly appreciated by the coun- 
cil and will tend to unite, the two sister 
bodies.

not members of tho unoln, can obtain the 
use- of tho label on an condition, until 
such office shall have been working un- 
der union rules for at least three months. 


2. Proprietors who liave been deprived 


of the use of the label through suspen- 
sion for non-payment of dues, can obtain 
the label only upon the payment of all 
arrearages and one month's dues and the 
I. T. U. per capita, for each and every 
month of suspension; provided that the 
total amount paid shall not exceed ono 
year's dues and per capita tax. 


3. Proprietors 
of

same at any time less than six months 
preceding any national, state, county or 
municipal election, must deposit six r$M 
dollars with tho application for the label 
as a guarantee of good faith, said r.ls.

crganim'Jon. 
The llrsL step taken was to disband tho 


old club and organize a new one based up- 
on a musical test of the members by 
compc:c:it judgos. 
This done and a di- 
rector employed, the committee then al- 
lowed the club to take the northern trip 
upon tho placing of $300 in its hands by 
members as a guarantee against loss. It 
seemed reasonable from estimates that 
this was the maximum loss that could be

besides the guarantee, in the neighbor- 
hood of JS.")0. 
Tins wa.s not due to any

City Librarian Charles S. Greene- deliv- 
ered an address before the Oakland sec- 
tion of the Socialist 
Labor Party 
in 
Grand Army Hall la.st evening. His sub- 
ject was: 
"Social Aspects or the Public 
Library." Mr. Greene spoke in part as 
follows: 
"The idea of a free public library was 
first conceived by Benjamin Franklin. He 
began by circulating a few books among 
his immediate friends, with the stipula- 
tion that they should pay a small fee for 
the privilege of reading them. But it was 
not until 1S4S that the city of Boston was 
endo-wcd with a library. 
In 
18-10 New 
Hampshire passed a law that any city 
might tax itself for a public 11-brary. 


"Ncxw that this system nas proceeded 
so far, I think it is safe to predict that 
In the near future it will bo broadened 
and the law will require every city in tho 
State to have a library. 
"I believe that the fundamental princi- 
ples of socialism can fte found in the free 
public library. 
There you may come and 
work and get power and force. 
You get 
what you work (for and that is the idea 
of socialism. 
"It seems very probable that the sys- 
tem of socialism may be instituted, on a 
large scale, as may be seen from the large 
trusts which are being formed and the 
gradual combination of forces which is be- 
ing•made."
